Report Of Committe On The 1968-69 Emphasis 





The chairman of the Committee on 
the United Church Emphasis and the 
Reverend Walter Hall represented the 
Southeast Conference at the initial 
Conference on "The Local Church in 
God's Mission" at Alliance, Ohio, fol- 
lowing the General Synod last sum- 
mer. The conference stimulated a good 
deal of enthusiasm for the "Emphasis." 

The delegates reported to the Board 
of Directors of the Southeast Confer- 
ence in July and the directors suggest- 
ed that they meet with the Executive 
Committee. The Executive Committee 
heard the reports of the Emphasis Con- 
ference and established a Conference 
Committee for the Emphasis. Allen B. 
Hoi lis Jr. was appointed chairman, W. 
Walter Hall, vice-chairman. Others ap- 
pointed were John L. Martin, G. Frank- 
lin Lewis, John J. Roemer, David L. 



Beebe, and L. Floyd Carmack. 

The committee persented "Empha- 
sis" to Southeast Conference ministers 
at the Annual Convocation in Janu- 
ary. Funds were secured from the na- 
tional instrumentalities providing the 
Convocation to all ministers free of 
cost. D-\ Gerald Jud, chairman of the 
Division of Evangelism, led the ses- 
sions. The reaction of the ministers was 
overwhelmingly favorable. Unfortu- 
nately, extremely bad weather and the 
flu adversely affected the attendance. 

The committee has since cooperated 
with the Lay Life and Work Commis- 
sion to present the Emphasis to the 
laymen of the churches. Each member 
of the committee was assigned as Em- 
phasis Liaison person for the various 
geographic areas of the Conference. A

Report Of Commission 
On Evangelism 

The membership of the Commission 
on Evangelism is largely made up of 
men who are also members of the Em- 
phasis Committee on "The Local 
Church in God's Mission," the 1968-69 
emphasis of the United Church of 
Christ. 

Two members of the commission 
have attended training sessions on the 
above emphasis and, by the time of 
this Conference session, other mem- 
bers will probably have attended a 
session held at Lancaster Theological 
Seminary. 

Because the Commission feels that 
"The Local Church in God's Mission" 
emphasis can be the most meaningful 
thing to happen to the local churches 
and to the Southeast Conference in 
many years, it feels that it should not 
"cloud the issue" by making other 
suggestions or by offering other re- 
commendations. It, therefore, urges 
this Conference, each Association, and 
each local church to make the Empha- 
sis a very real part of their efforts in 
the next two years. 

It further urges those planning the 
program for each Associational Meet- 
ing to place the Emphasis on the agen- 
da and that each local church set up a 
committee for carrying out this most 
important process. 

The Reverend Allen B. Hollis Jr. is 
chairman of the Emphasis Committee. 
He and the other members are most 
anxious to assist local churches in their 
planning and in the carrying out of 
their plans.

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MINISTERS' HEALTH INSURANCE 

In keeping with the recommenda- 
tions cf the last session of the South- 
east Conference, a Ministers' Health 
Insurance Program has been effected 
with the Travelers Insurance Company 
for Conference clergymen. 

Presently, I24 ministers participate in 
the program which became effective 
January 1. The Commission thinks that 
other churches would do well to pro- 
vide financial aid to the pastors who 
need this insurance program. 



SURVEY OF MINISTERIAL 
STANDING AND TRAINING 

A study by the Executive Committee 
of the Board of Directors revealed the 
following categories of ministerial 
standing and training among ministers 
in the Southeast Conference: 

a) Full Ordination (with training, at 
least college) — 26 

b) Full Ordination (little, if any 
training) — 33 

c) Licentiates (little training) — 10 

d) Local Ordination (little training) 
—4 

e) Unclassified — 24 



NEW PROGRAMS FOR 
MINISTERIAL TRAINING 

To meet this crisis in theological ed- 
ucation the Commission will seek to 
strengthen requirements for licensure 
and ordination and will seek to provide 
in-service training in several forms: 

a) Trained pastor to untrained pas- 
tor relationships (person to person). 

b) Group education through minis- 
terial associations in areas where ge- 
ography poses no difficulties for travel. 

c) Correspondence and reading 
courses on the educational level of the 
individual minister. 

d) Periodic teaching sessions using 
competent instructors who will relate 
the training to the needs cf the min- 
isters. 

e) Seminar sessions which give the 
ministers opportunity to set their own 



COMMISSION PROPOSES TO ASSIST 
CHURCHES AND MINISTERS 

To provide for progressive minister- 
ial educatioin the Commission proposes 
to: 

a) Prepare an "in-service" study and 
training course for active pastors and 
for all those aspiring to the ministry 
who are not professionally trained. 

b) Seek to use educational institu- 
tions within the Southeast area which 
provide continuous study and prepara- 
tion for the gospel ministry. 

c) Help ministers and ministerial 
students take advantage of finincial 
aid from sources within the Conference 
as well as those provided by the de- 
nomination's Council for Church and 
Ministry. 

d) Encourage churches to put into 
writing the terms of the call of the 
church to a minister to become its pas- 
tor. It is suggested that the Conference 
Minister and/or Association officials 
meet with responsible local church of- 
ficials to discuss the terms of the call 
and the minister's acceptance of the 
call before the pastorate begins. 

e) Ast that our Youth Camp pro- 
grams present a challenge to full-time 
church related vocations and request 
pastors to keep ; alert for youth who 
may be interested in church related 
vocations. 



RECOMMENDATIONS 

The Commission on Church and 
Ministry recommends: 

1) That the Southeast Conference 
set up a training program for lay mem- 
bers and lay ministers. 

2. That the Conference affirm the 
appointment of a committee composed 
of the Reverends Jesse H. Dollar, A. R. 
Van Cleave, and Cliff B. Smith to pre- 
pare a study course for in-service 
training of ministers without formal 
theological education and for those 
who seek standing in the ministry who 
do not have formal training. 

3. That our churches develop a prac- 
tice of "Sabbatical Leave" by which a 
pastor who has served five years or 
more be granted a leave to study for a 
period of one to three months while 
the church continues to pay his salary.

Involvement In National 
Crisis Is Urged By 
UCC Executive Council 

The Executive Council of the United 
Church of Christ has expressed "re- 
gret" at "the hesitation of Congress to 
enact new taxes to meet the crisis in 
the city." 

The Council, interim body for the 
denomination's General Synod, called 
on the more than 2 million members 
of the United Church to express to their 
congressmen support of the recommen- 
dations of the National Advisory Com- 
mission on Civil Disorders. 

It also urged members to "involve 
themselves creatively in local projects 
to alleviate poverty, increase educa- 
tional opportunity and provide job 
training and employment opportuni- 
ties." 

Massachusetts Conference 
Helps Meet Urban Needs 

The Massachusetts Conference of the 
United Church of Christ has allocated 
$20,000 to the Commission on Race of 
the Massachusetts Council of Churches. 
Another $80,000 was placed in the Con- 
ference's Urban Crisis Budget. Of the 
latter, $25,000 will go toward housing 
development, $50,000 for New Cooper- 
ative Urban Ministries in the Boston 
area and $5,000 for the Joint Action 
in Mission in Boston. 

Uplands Retirement Center 
Furnishing New Rooms 

Upon learning of plans for furnish- 
ing the rooms in the new addition to 
the Wharton Nursing Home, the Exec- 
utive Committee of the Tennessee- 
Kentucky Association of the Southeast 
Conference of the United Church voted 
at its February meeting to make a 
sizeable contribution to Uplands to go 
toward furnishing a room.

BY ELECTION 

At the Annual Meeting of the Coun- 
cil for Health and Welfare Services of 
the United Church, held in Cleveland, 
Ohio, in January 1968, the Reverend 
H. Wayne Peck, administrator of Up- 
lands, w ; as elected to the Executive 
Committee. He is one of three repre- 
sentatives of the 46 United Church of 
Christ facilities for the aging who 
serve on the Executive Committee.

Denomination Plans 
Counseling Program 
For Draft Age Youth 

In accordance with directives of the 
1967 General Synod, a plan for a co- 
ordinated program to provide counsel 
and aid to young men who will serve 
in the Armed Forces, to conscientious 
objectors and selective objectors was 
reported to the Executive Council of 
the United Church by the Council for 
Church and Ministry and the Cuuncil 
for Christian Social Action. 

The program, called "Christian Re- 
sponsibility and Military Service," in- 
cludes pre-induction counseling, career 
guidance, maintenance of contact be- 
tween the serviceman and his home 
church, training for pastors in coun- 
seling draft-age youth, extension of the 
Christian Social Action Council's pro- 
gram of registering and counseling 
conscientious objectors, assisting them 
in securing fair treatment and, finally, 
working for improvement of draft 
laws, regulations and administration. 

A training program for local pastors, 
in cooperation with the New York 
Conference, is scheduled for March 
16-29 at Lisle, New York.

United Church Asks 
Local Churches To 
Join War On Poverty 



The Executive Council of the United 
Church of Christ called on the local 
churches of the denomination to con- 
tribute one to five per cent of their lo- 
cal expenses for a nationwide program 
of action on the "crisis in the nation." 

The Council emphasized that the 
program is to have top priority in the 
church's life for the next three and a 
half years. It was designated by the 
Council to be the denominational em- 
phasis for -1970-1971. 

All funds from the "Neighbors in 
Need" offering in the fall will be used 
for the program. Small struggling 
churches will be asked to give at least 
one per cent of their local expense 
budgets, while more prosperous church- 
es will be asked to give five per cent 
or more. 

The program will be administered 
by a committee which the Council will 
structure to be inclusive and repre- 
sentative in order that its effectiveness 
may be enhanced. 

In a related action, the Executive 
Council adopted a resolution express- 
ing "regret" at "the hesitation of Con- 
gress to enact new taxes to meet the 
crisis in the cities. It recommended 
that United Church members express 
to their Congressmen support of im- 
plementation of the recommendations 
of the National Advisory Committee on 
Civil Disorders, and urged them "to in- 
volve themselves creatively in local 
projects to alleviate poverty, increase 
educational opportunity and provide 
job training and employment oppor- 
tunities." 




Professor To Speak 
On 1968-69 Emphasis 

Dr. Alfred C. Bartholomew, profess- 
or of Church and Community at Lan- 
caster Theological Seminary will be 
the main speaker at the Annual .'Meet- 
ing of the Southeast Conference. 

Dr. Bartholomew will address the 
delegates Saturday morning on the 
subject "The Nature of the Mission to 
Which God Is Calling His Church." 

Saturday afternoon he will lead a 
panel discussion on "The Structure of 
God's Mission As We Know It In the 
United Church of Christ." 

Dr. Bartholomew will deliver the 
Conference Sermon on Sunday morn- 
ing, challenging the churches to re- 
spond to God's Mission. 

Professor Bartholomew's duties at 
Lancaster include directing an exten- 
sion program of the Seminary which 
gives assistance to local rural church- 
es in adjusting to the rapidly changing 
rural society. 

He has worked extensively with 
rural churches in the Far East. 
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Colloquy Editor Visits

John Westerhoff, editor of Colloquy, 
the nswest religious education journal 
of the United Church of Christ, made 
a familiarization visit to the Southeast 
Conference March 12-15. 

He met with several churches in 
Georgia and Alabama, attended meet- 
ings of civic organizations, entered into 
conversations with numerous individu- 
als and engaged in discussions with 
Southeast Conference personnel.

Back Bay Mission In 
Biloxi, Mississippi 

One of the largest single grants in 
the current budget of the Division of 
Church Extension of our United Church 
Board for Homeland Ministries is the 
$12,000 which goes to the Back Bay 
Mission and related projects in Biloxi, 
Mississippi. 

Founded as a mission to the fishing, 
folk who live on the fringe of this 
Gulf Coast resort east of New Orleans, 
the Back Bay Mission now carries on 
a special ministry to servicemen sta- 
tioned at Kessler Air Force Base as 
well as the poor — black and white — 
who live nearby. 

Through the creation of the Gulf 
Coast Family Counseling Agency and 
the development of a county-wide 
Headstart program, the Back Bay Mis- 
sion has initiated major projects which 
have proved their worth and have now 
gained community-wide support.

COMMITTEE RECOMMENDATIONS 

The committee recommends that 
each Association establish an "Empha- 
sis Committee" to assist in translating 
and transmitting the Emphasis mater- 
ial to its local churches. Also, it en- 
couraged each local church to estab- 
lish a responsible group in the congre- 
gation to spread the Emphasis pro- 
cess to the whole structure and life of 
the local church.

SUMMER WORKERS 

The Caravaning and Student Sum- 
mer Service Workers' programs were 
reviewed. The concensus was that the 
programs were successful and, there- 
fore, should be continued. These pro- 
grams, designed to give aid and sup- 
port to the local churches in the South- 
east Conference (SEC), involve such 
activities as leading Vacation Bible 
Schools, organizing recreation for 
neighborhood children, and conducting 
regional youth meetings. 

AUDIO-VISUAL MATERIALS 

The audio-visual materials of the 
Conference have been reorganized and 
a revised audio -visual catalog is now 
available at the Conference office. Ma- 
ny outdated films have been discard- 
ed and the check-out procedures have 
been changed. Also some new audio- 
visual materials have been added. 

The Christian Education and Youth 
Work Commission was represented at 
the National Planning Session for Con- 
firmation Education held at Notre 
Dame University. 

NEW. LEADERSHIP 
TRAINING POLICIES 

The questionnaire method used to set 
up area workshops for leadership 
training has been dropped in favor of 
a new method. Each area of the Con- 
ference has been assigned a key per- 
son whose responsibility is to contact 
persons in the local churches and ar- 
range for workshops on leadership 
training. 

Mrs. Catherine Hurst and the Rever- 
end Donald Daughtry will represent 
the Southeast Conference at the Na- 
tional Conference on Christian Educa- 
tion. This conference is to be held Au- 
gust 27-30, 1968, at Notre Dame. 

About fifteen people, including a de- 
nominational team, attended a Camp 
and Conference Consultation in Octo- 
ber. As a result of this consultation, 
some joint ventures are being attempt- 
ed.

Report Of Commission 
On Church Extension 

The Church Aid Budget is contained 
in this report. The Commission brings 
to the attention of the Conference the 
situations listed, and welcomes your 
suggestions and comments. This re- 
port will hot deal "with individual 
church situations with the exception of 
one new church development project 
at Bonanza. 

The Bonanza community, near Jones- 
boro, Georgia, now consists of 193 fam- 
ilies. Our new church has gotten off to 
an excellent start under the leadership 
of Rev. Floyd Carmack. At the time 
this report is being prepared, the chur- 
ch has 62 members. The average at- 
tendance is 82. On February 18, 1968, 
the church moved into its new Chapel 
House. This is a dwelling house with 
the interior finished to serve as chapel 
and educational building. 

. This building will be used until the 
first unit is completed on the church 
property, which has already been pur- 
chased. The Southeast Conference and 
the United Church Board for Homeland 
Ministries have invested approximate- 
ly $65,000 in this new development, 
with part of this being local loans, plus 
leadership and program aid. 

The congregation has voted to or- 
ganize under the name Bonanza United 
Church of Christ (A Community Chur- 
ch). A temporary organization has 
been developed by the congregation, 
and work is being completed on a pro- 
posed constitution. The United Church 
is ministering in this community thru 
its Sunday School, worship services, 
Scouting, and other community activi- 
ties. 

The congregation is composed of 
people almost entirely of other denom- 
inational background. We have here 
proof that we can develop churches in 
the South if we move into an area at 
the proper time with adequate leader- 
ship and enough of an investment to do 
the job. 

The United Church has a great fu- 
ture in the South if we are willing to 
invest in such ventures. To do our task 
we need the help of the Church Build- 
ers Club and the $1.00 per member

The General Synod of our church has 
suggested that the goal for individual 
giving be a minimum of a tithe. The 
Commission suggests this be allocated 
on the basis of 70% to the church, and 
30% to other charitable organizations. 
We commend this to you. 

Workshops on Christian Enlistment 
are being planned for September, 1968. 
Churches should be represented by 
their minister and 2-4 lay people. 
Places, dates and times will be an- 
nounced later. 

We recommend a goal of $60,000 for 
Basic Support for Our Christian World 
Mission giving in '1969, giving $1'5,000 
to national instrumentalities, with $500 
of this being designated for "The Crisis 
in the Nation" effort.

Report Of The Commission 
For Lay Life And Work 

During the past year the Commission 
has sought to involve the Conference 
laity in the life and mission of tne 
church..

At 
this meeting the 1968-69 Program Op- 
portunities for adults, "Facing the New 
Day," was presented and the mission 
study theme, "Southeast Asia," was 
announced. Audio-visuals were shown; 
the new materials were available. The 
evening program was a panel discus- 
sion on ecumenical cooperation in our 
area.
